It has now been decided to keep all of the civilian employees ont of 
the city as much as possible, furnishing them sleeping quarters in camp 
outside of the city limits. They are allowed in the city only during the 
day to attend to their duties, returning to their tents at 4 o'clock each 
afternoon. 

The Spanish steamship Montserrat arrived from Vera Cruz on the 
26th instant with a case of yellow fever on board. The patient was 
removed to hospital, and ship's bay disinfected. 

The Spanish bark Marcellino Jane, from the Argentine Eepublic, has 
been given preliminary disinfection and is now discharging in quarantine.
